Cynwyd Scoutmaster Is 

Speaker at Rotary 

A discussion of Boy Scout work fea- 
tured the meeting Tuesday of the Bala- 
Cyuwyd-Narberth Rotary Club. Frank 
H. Seely, Jr., Scoutmaster of Cynwyd 
Troop 2, was the speaker. 

Mr. Seely told of the origin of the 
movement in England, under the direc- 
tion of Sir Robert Baden-Powell, who 
noticed the lack of outdoor knowledge 
on the part of soldiers. The movement 
spread to this country in 1909 and has 
grown until today well over a million 
boys and older men are identified with 
it. 

The speaker told of the requirements 
for the different classes, and of the 
"postgraduate" or merit badge honors.

The Cambridge or Grand Union Flag 
was designed in 1775 after a special 
pattern designed by a committee of 
three, of which nenjamin Franklin was 
the chairman. As the union was com- 
posed of the Crosses of St. George and 
St. Andrew, this flag was still British. 
It was first unfurled on January 2. 
1776. at Washington's Headquarters 
near Boston. The American Army was 
then besieging lioston. 

The Real Old Glory 
Now we come to the real Old Glory, 
which was made in Philadelphia under 
General Washington's supervision in 
the summer of 1776. It was ordered by 
Congress, which stipulated that the new 
flag was to be "distinguished by thir- 
teen stripes, alternate red and white, 
and "that the union was to be thirteen 
stars in white in a blue field repre- 
senting a constellation." This was the 
flag of the five-pointed star as designed 
by Betsy Ross. 

There is a dispute as to whether 
this flag was first under fire at Fort 
Slanwix, New York, in August of that 
summre, or at the Coosh's Bridge 
affair preliminary to the Battle of 
Brandywine early in September of the 
same year. 

The flag that flew over Fort 
Mc Henry in Baltimore Harbor during 
the bombardment of that city by the 
liritish in the War of 1812 was dwelt 
upon in connection with the National 
anthem, "The Star Spangled Banner." 
by Francis Scott Key. 

The lecturer brought her hearers

In 1848 there were twenty-nine 
States and twenty-nine stars; at the end 
of the Civil War there were thirty-five 
States and thirty-five stars, and since 
July 4. 1912. there have been forty-eight 
stars.

Wayne Whipple, of Germantown, was 
discussed. It would be the same as the and women, 
present flag except m the arrangement 
of the stars. The idea is to represent 
the original States by the thirteen stars 
in a circle of stars representing the 
States during the past hundred years. 
Outside of this grand circle of stars 
would be the newcomers.

"Hay Fever," Noel Coward's highly 
amusing comedy, was the third offer- 
ing of the season by the Main Line 
Repertory Theatre at the Woman's 
Club of Bala-Cynwyd on Tuesday 
night.

Rurlingame as the flapper, Jackie. 
Sorel was played by Anne Forstall, 
Sandy Tyrell by Richard Medary, 
Clara by Moira Flannery, and Richard 
Grcatham by Robert Ely, 3d. 

The play was directed by Robert 
Rowland Dcarden, 3d. The stage man- 
ager was Roland Goot, assisted by 
Herbert Stratton. Properties were de- 
signed by Beatrice Carver, assisted by 
Dorothy Stone. 

Piano numbers before the curtain 
and during the intermissions, an inno- 
vation at this play, were played by 
Florence Snyder.

That old favorite of the Shuberts 
"My Maryland," will open tomorrow 
night at the Shubcrt and its fine song 
"Your Land and My Land" will ring 
out again in time for the special mat- 
inee on Washington's Birthday. This 
popular play of several years ago is re- 
turning for a limited engagement. 

The most important opening of the 
coming week will be "The Silent Wit- 
ness," which will be given at the Wal- 
nut under the auspices of the Profes- 
sional Players. This will be the last 
of the season's offerings of this organi- 
zation. It is described as -i mystery 
drama. Incidentally it has been run- 
ning in London for a year. Lionel At- 
will, a well-known star, is in the t.ast 
as is Kay Strozzi, who made a decided 
hit in "The Crown Prince." 

Monday night will see the opening 
of Philadelphia's newest theater experi- 
ments — melodrama at the Lyric. "Ten 
Nights in a Barroom" will be the first 
play. This will be given for one week 
only. In the cast are to be William 
Price, Ferd Nofer and Dudley 
Vaughan. all of whom have won ap- 
proval as members of the Hedgerow 
players of Rose Valley. 

Plays that remain at the Philadel- 
phia houses are "Strictly Dishonor- 
able," at the Broad; "Street Scene," at 
the Forrest, and "Subway Express," Et 
the Garrick. 

"Strictly Dishonorable," continues to 
please good-sized audiences. It is an 
amusing comedy of these free and easy 
times, when even a Southern girl of 
a good family doesn't hesitate to ex- 
plore a New York speakeasy in quest 
of new sensations. Elizabeth Love is 
charming in the role of the young 
Southerner, and by her winning person- 
ality manages to soften some of the 
lines which are, to say the least, a 
bit unfeminine. Some people like 
"Strictly Dishonorable," others do not. 
But all admit that it has a number of 
amusing and witty remarks. 

"Street Scene," too, has come in for 
its share of praise and criticism. This 
famous drama of Elmer Rice was 
awarded the Pulitzer Prize and has a 
record run of 600 performances on 
Broadway.

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The Editor's Column 

Just what the borough's responsibility would be in rejecting the low- 
est bid on a piece of lire apparatus and awarding the contract to a higher 
bidder, when the specifications called for were fulfilled by the low bidder, 
was a question which provoked considerable discussion and argument at 
Council last week. 

This was the situation : The Narberth Fire Company needs a new I 
piece of apparatus to replace the old Autocar chemical truck' which is no , 
longer satisfactory to the firemen. Bids were advertised for and received 
from four concerns. Due to his connection with the Autocar Company, 
Councilman Wood did not wish to become involved in the matter, and 
intended to request his company not to bid. Fire Chief Noel, however, 
requested Mr. Wood to see that Autocar placed a bid on the apparatus, 
which they did. 

In the bidding Autocar was low, $575 less than the bid placed by 
American La France. The total figures were $4225 for Autocar and 
$4800 for American La France. The apparatus built by American La 
France is that which meets with the fullest approval of the firemen. 
Thorough inspection of the various types, including Seagrave at Upper 
Darby by the mechanics, drivers and men of the Narberth Fire Company 
showed that the American La France was the apparatus they most desired. 

When Council hedged on accepting the recommendation of the Police 
and Fire Committee that the American La France apparatus be pur- 
chased, Chief Noel, who also occupies the post of borough clerk, rose to 
the defense of his firemen and asked permission of the chair to speak 
as a private citizen. The permission was not granted and it was a dis- 
satisfied clerk who continued in his place for some time. 

"Fire trucks," said Mr. Noel, when given a chance to speak later, 
"in our case are gotten for service." He continued to the effect that they 
must have speed and hill-climbing ability. That was one reason the men 
disliked the Autocar, which was sent out for the test. It had no speed 
or hill-climbing ability. Mr. Wood countered this aspersion by pointing 
out that many Autocars were sold in Pittsburgh and other sections where 
there were plenty of hills, and that complaints regarding their speed were 
seldom heard. As far as climbing hills goes, Mr. Wood pointed out that 
the Autocar used in the test by the firemen was a standard chassis with 
an excessive load which had been required by the fire chief, and, further- 
more, tests made on State Road hill were not typical of the uses the 
apparatus would be put to in the borough. | 

After each gentleman had his say. Council proceeded to reject all j 
bids and authorize readvertisement for new bids. This advertisement 
which appears in this issue of "Our Town" apparently is so worded that 
only the apparatus of the American La France will fill the specifications. 
The borough will spend a few extra dollars for advertising for new bids 
but thereby it may save itself many times that by not permitting itself to 
be drawn into any legal battles over the question of accepting other than 
the low bid. 

Council wishes to provide the Fire Company with the apparatus 

which best suits the men who will use it, provided it can be legally and 

economically procured. 

* * * 

A movement is under way in Lower Merion Township, being fostered 
by a Citizens' Committee, which has as its object the preparation of a 
Township Plan. 

We do not recommend the formation of a similar group for the 
Borough of Narberth inasmuch as Narberth's one square mile of territory 
is pretty well built up and there is little that can be done in a planning 
way. 

We do, however, favor representation of the borough on Lower 
Merion's Citizens' Committee since projects they initiate are bound in one 
way or another to affect Narberth. Such representation, of course, would 
have to be unofficial as far as the Lower Merion group is concerned. 
There is no doubt that this committee would welcome representation from 
Narberth if approached.

Every one whose attention was ar- 
rested recently by a news item in the 
local papers featuring the fact that 
Mencken (Mencken, you know) was 
present at the seventy-fifth birthday of 
a poet in the role of a eulogist, will 
naturally desire to become further ac- 
quainted with the subject of the in 
comium. Lizette Woodworth Reese, it 
was, a woman, who had thus inspired 
the caustic free-lance critic, and editor 
of the American Mercury. "One of 
] the imperishable glories of American 
letters," Mencken said of her, and in 
this he receives the sincere support of 
the literary world, for Miss Reese is 
the author of that sonnet beginning, 
"When I consider Life and its few 
years, a wisp of fog betwixt us and 
the sun," a sonnet considered by many 
to be one of the most famous written 
by any American. 

The Library has two volumes of her 
poems, one a group of selected poems 
dealing with the common experiences 
of life, lilacs in bloom, spring joys, lost 
loves, grey rain, and religious senti- 
ment, and the new group, "White 
April," a small volume, less than sev- 
enty pages, but very choice with a 'ine 
collection of songs and lyrical sonnets. 
The sonnet which gives its name to the 
book is only a prelude to the ecstacics 
and delights in all the changing phages 
of April weather, "gone mad with 
white." Many of the anthologies of 
American poetry include several of her 
poems, always "Tears," frequently 
"Spicewood," and sometimes "A Flow- 
er of Mullein."

Officer Sam Adams Is 

a Veteran of Department 

The twelfth of a series of articles to 
introduce the members of Lower Mer- 
lon's splendid police force to our readers.

One of the veterans of the depart- 
ment is Officer Samuel Adams, who 
will round out eighteen years of serv- 
ice on August 1 of this year. 

Adams, who is now assigned to the 
South Ardmore beat, has worked in 
practically every section of the town- 
ship. For seven vears he was on duty 
in Brvu Mawr from 7 in the evening 
till 5 in the morning. His other beats 
include North Ardmore, Wynnewood. 
Anthwyn Farms, Penn Valley and 
Lancaster l'ike in Ardmore 

When Adams joined the force in 
1913 there were eighteen men, count- 
ing the chief, in addition to himself. 
The growth of the township in those 
seventeen and a half years is reflected 
in the increased police department 
which now numbers ninety-one men, 
including the superintendent, lieuten- 
ants and sergeant-:. 

"The drunks were the only ones that 
wave us any trouble in the old days. ' 
Adams said. "We used to have a 
wagon drawn by a team of horses to! 
go' around and collect them. Then 
the department got an old Autocar 
which was used as the patrol wagon. | 
But we didn't dare drive it very fast 
or the thing would upset going round 
a corner. The Autocar and an old 
Ford touring car were the only motor 
vehicles owned by the department." 

Officer Adams has a very evident 
pride in the Lower Merion police 
force. This i.» readily seen in the man- 
ner in which he s-pcaks of his superiors 
and fellow -oflicers. It is also evident 
that he has its best interests at heart. 
For instance, in speaking of investiga- 
tions of robberio, etc.. he expressed 
the opinion that no news should be 
given out until all investigating is fin- 
ished, since premature release of in- 
formation bearing on the case might 
make it all the more difficult to clear 
up. 

Samuel Adams was born March 6. 
1K7V. in West Conshohocken, and 
raised there. After attending public 
school, he went to work when he was 
about 14, driving teams. 

After a trip out West and a sojourn 
in Cleveland, he returned to this sec- 
tion, working for a year with the Bell 
Telephone Company at Xorristown. 

Mis later jobs before joining the 
force include teaming for William 
Kerrigan, work with the Suplee coal 
yard, the American Ice Company and 
again with the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, at Roseinont.

There was quite a treat at the Nar- 
berth Public School on Thursday eve- 
ning when some "Historic Spots" re- 
lating to our Colonial and Revolution- 
ary history were dealt with — pictori- 
ally, under the auspices of the Educa- 
tional Committee at large.

The Old Dominion, from Jamestown 
and Williamsburg in the early coloniat 
day to Fredericksburg, home of Mary, 
Mother of Washington, Ethan Allan 
House, supplied many of the subjects;

Virginia so fruitfully. Particularly out- 
standing were original pictures of the 
"Seals" of the Colonies, "George 
Washington" and "Powhatan's tree."

Forge and Independence Hall, it is 
good to look elsewhere at times, as in 
this instance at Narberth School, and 
feel proud of the historic places in 
the other twelve colonies of the Atlan- 
tic seaboard prior to the opening up 
of the trans-Allegheny region.

Councilman Hall Reports Wynnewood Boy Scouts 
on Convention of Boroughs ! Display Camping Trophies 



J. R. Hall, of Sabine Avenue, who 
attended the annual convention of the 
State Association of Boroughs held at 
Harrisburg Tuesday and Wednesday 
of this week as the official delegate of 
the Narberth Borough Council, reports 
that many matters of interest came up 
for discussion. 

A recommendation was unanimously 
adopted by the Association, Mr. Hall 
said, which would provide for paying of 
all fines imposed for traffic violations 
within boroughs to the borough treas- 
ury, instead of to the State as the 
present law requires. This recommen- 
dation is expected to meet with the 
approval of the State Legislature 
shortly and be incorporated in the new 
motor vehicle code. 

Another recommendation adopted at 
the convention, if passed by the Legis- 
lature, would provide for the exemption 
of political sub-divisions of the State 
from payment of the State gasoline tax 
and for the refunding of all previous 
amounts paid on this account. 

Another matter which came up for 
discussion hut was referred hack to 
the Association's Law Committee, Mr. 
Hall said, was the proposal to make 
tax payments in four installments. 
There was no general agreement on 
this subject.
